The blood test is conducted by 
Injecting radioactive chromium 
Into the patient's body and, after 
a fifteen-minute Interval, measur- 
ing th* chromium content In a 
blood (ample. Th* machine Is 
able to calculate the amount of 
radioactivity In a period of two to 
11 vs minutes. The former method 
required a minimum of thirty 
minutes and the services of a 
highly trained technician and a 
processional assistant to complete 
the test.

Award and admission 
application forms may be secured 
from the Institute of International 
Education, 1 East 67th st„ New 
York City, or from its Washing- 
ton office at 1530 P st., n.w. 
Application Deadline 
British universities have com- 
bined annually since 1948 to or- 
ganize a special summer school 
program. Courses are planned for 
post-graduate students, but high- 
ly qualified undergraduates in 
their junior or senior years are 
accepted. Many American uni- 
versities allow credit for attend- 
ance at these sessions to both 
graduate and undergraduate stu- 
dents. 

Coursoa Offered 
Courses to be offered next sum- 
mer are Shakespeare and Eliza- 
bethan Drama, the University of 
Birmingham courses given at 
Stratford; Literature and Art in 
Georgian England, 1740-1830, at 
the University of London; Litera- 
ture, Politics and the Arts in Sev- 
enteenth Century England, at Ox- 
ford University; The European 
Inheritance given by the Scottish 
Universities at the University of 
Eidenbnrgh, and English Law and 
Jurisprudence at the University of 
London. The last course Is open 
only to students enrolled In ac- 
credited law schools snd law grad- 
uates.

Dr. Teleki's professional career 
has included full-time professor- 
ships at the University of Kolo- 
zevar and at the Polytechnical 
University of Budapest. 

Armistice Delegate 
After World War II, Dr. Teieki 
was one of three members of the 
Hungarian armistice delegation to 
Moscow in September, 1944. Upon 
the organization of the post-war 
provisional government of Hun- 
gary in December, 1944, he be- 
came minister of religion and ed- 
ucation. 

After the communist coup of 
1947, the geologist-statesman was 
barred from University teaching 
and other functions. He escaped 
from Hungary in 1949 and came 
to the United States at the invi- 
-tation of the University of Vir- 
ginia to become a senior researcher 
for the U. S. Army. From 1950 
to lOSS - he was acting associate 
professor ot foreign affairs there.

In addition to his teaching, re- 
search and political activities, Dr. 
Teieki was from 1936 to 1947 a

Objectives 

The objectives include making 
■ through stddy of work already

with agencies involved in the total 
project, and making preliminary 
pilot runs of procedures. 

As a part of the program for 
the next six months, the project 
personnel will survey all relevant 
work in fields touching the pro- 
blem of driver psychology and 
traffic safety. Professor Mosel 
stressed that although there are 
a number of projects directed at 
improving traffic safety, the pres- 
ent study will be much broader 
in scope and will incorporate data 
gathered by other agencies, schools 
and foundations on various aspects 
of the problem. 

Contributing Organizations 
Contributing organizations will 
range from the D. C. Department 
of Vehicles and Traffic, under 
George E. Keneipp, to the Traffic. 
Institute at Northwestern Univer-

The Colonials kept their “streak” alive as they bowed to the Hoyas, 85-61, and to the 
Terps,* 68-48 for their sixth and seventh consecutive losses. 

Georgetown’s victory over G. W. was the first since 1953. The game was played at George*
